An American farm delegation 
is touring the fields, dairies and 
hay ricks of the Soviet Union. 
According to all reports they 
daily are being received in the 
manner of the Biblical story of 
the prodigal son. The fatted 
pig and calf are being killed, 
the beef Stroganoff is heavy with 
sour cream and the borscht is 
rich with the choicest beets. 


Iowa 


The Soviet delegation is in 
Iowa. Its members are being 
gorged on verbal Chamber of 
Commerce cornballs, and shown 
what probably is the best single- 
farm state in the world. 


Of course, there are times 
when the more exuberant of the 
Iowans forget that the good 
Lord gave them the richest 
share of the fertile prairies, and 
proceed to act as they them- 
selves deserved all the credit. 
But, it is a truly magnificent 
farm region of tall corn, pigs, 
feeder cattle, eggs and poultry, 
and prosperous people. It has 
the highest corn yield in the 
world. 

Iowa was the first state to rec- 
ognize that education could be 
applied to problems of the land. 
The highest literacy percentage 
in the United States also is to be 
found there and anyone who 
thinks there is no relationship 
between this and the corn yield 
percentages is wilfully obtuse. 

If the Russians are primarily 
interested in seeing how corn is 
grown and learning how a farm 
program of silage, feed cereals, 
pigs, poultry and eggs is built 
around it, they were right to 
start first in Iowa. 

Of course, the Iowans don’t 
know how to make cornbread. 
They put sugar and flour in it. 
They fry grown hens and call 
the result ‘“‘fried chicken.’ Also, 
they haven’t learned to cook 
snap beans with meat. These 
are serious faults, perhaps 
major ones. But the Russians, 
not knowing any better, won’t be 
critical. By the time the visiting 
Soviet farm delegation has fin- 
ished its tour the members likely 
will find it necessary to buy new 
clothes or have tailors let out 
the waistbands. 

They, too, are being given the 
“prodigal son” treatment. The 
farm groups are baking cakes, 
pies and cookies. They are pro- 
viding meals in which cream 
gravies, fresh corn, baked, fried, 
stewed and fricasseed chicken 
with dumplings, baked ham, 
roast beef and other such items 
are integral parts. The Ameri- 
can idea of entertainment is to 
gorge the guest, and each state 
and town to which the Russians 
go will have the tables groan- 
ing in the legendary manner. 


Impressions 


The Russians didn’t send a 
single dirt farmer. The visitors 
are all government agents, sim- 
jlar to our extension personnel, 
as agricultural writers. 

They are certain to be im- 
pressed with the freedom, inde- 
pendence and prosperity of the 
American farmers. They are 
seeing the best. They also can- 
not fail to be astounded by the 
capitalist status of the farmers 
in the rich agricultural states. 
The curious mixture of federal 
aid and personal initiative will 
puzzle them. 

The American delegation’s 
first impression is of the friendli- 
ness of the people and the 
warmth of their hospitality. This 
pleasantly has surprised them. 
They had worried lest Russian 
“hate America” propaganda 
make them unwelcome. 

They also report having seen 
good cows, and modern opera- 
tions. What has caused the most 
- comment is the large number of 
women doing heavy farm work 
and, in the cities, manual labor 
in municipal operations, even to 
street paving labor. The Rus- 
sians still use much hand labor. 
Women still do a lot of work in 
American fields, but the machine 
and electricity have about freed 
them.

Liquor Price 
Hiked Again 
By Williams 


Liquor prices in Georgia will go 
up another 10 cents a fifth or 5 
cents a pint Wednesday under a 
new order issued by State Reve- 
nue Commissioner T. V. Williams. 

When the state increased the 
liquor warehouse fee by $1.25 a 
gallon recently, Williams issued an 
order requiring the wholesalers to 
absorb a part of the increase. 
However, the commissioner, in 
his new order issued Tuesday, said 
the original directive forced the 
wholesale distributors to absorb an 
amount greater than their net 
profits per case. 

His new directive in effect makes 
the consumer pay practically all of 
the tax increase except in a few 
classifications. 

Prior to the increase in taxes, the 
liquor warehouse fee was $2.25 a 
og and the increase raised it to 
$3 


At that time Williams permitted 
the retailers to add 15 cents a fifth 
to the price of whisky. His new or- 
der permits them to add another 10 
cents a fifth for a total increase of 
25 cents. 

Quarts, which were raised by 20 
cents in the original order, are 
now increased by another 10 cents 
for a total of 30 cents. 

Pints, which were raised by 10 
cents, get another 5-cent boost for 
a 15-cent total increase. Half-uints, 
originally raised. by 5 cents, go up 
another 5 cents for a total raise of 
10 cents. 

Corresponding increases are in 
effect on gallons, 10th gallons and 
20th gallons,

TALLAPOOSA, July 19—A Haralson County grand 
jury Tuesday subpoenaed city officials here in an investi- 
gation of what had been termed “hoodlumism” in this 


west Georgia town. 

Haralson solicitor Robert No- 
land said the grand jury had 
taken the entire Tallapoosa situa- 
tion under study. 


Sheriff L. P. (Pink) Allen said 
subpoenas had been issued for one 
city councilman who resigned Mon- 
day, three remaining councilmen 
and the mayor. They will appear 
before the jury at 1 p.m. Wednes- 
day in Buchanan, he said. 


Meanwhile, three remaining 
members of city council called 
an election August 13 to fill the 
posts of two councilmen who re- 
signed Monday because of what 
they termed “lack of co-opera- 
tion’’ in keeping order in the city. 

Councilmen George Sheffield 
and Gene Danford resigned their 
posts Monday. They said condi- 
tions of “‘hoodlumism”’ from a 
certain element frequenting the 
city’s six beer parlors had gotten 
out of hand and they felt they 
could no longer serve on the coun- 
cil. Sheffield was asked to appear 
before the jury. 

The councilmen charged that 
the conditions allowed a large 
group of “hoodlums” to terrorize 
three new police officers into re- 
signing Saturday night. 

Mayor W. L. Skinner, another 
of those called before the jury, 
violently. disagreed with the two 
councilmen. He, charged that *‘po- 
litical jealousies’’ had caused the 
councilmen to resign and that 
Tallapoosa was “as orderly as 
any other Georgia town.”’ 

The other members of the coun- 
cil, V. J. Roberts, Sanford Lov- 
vorn and J. D. McKibben, declin- 
ed to comment on the situation. 
They too were subpoenaed to ap- 
pear.

WASHINGTON, July 19 # — 
The Senate beat down today a 
Democratic-sponsored move to 
bar ‘“‘dollar-a-year’’ men from 
high defense mobilization posts. 

Only an hour earlier, the House 
Banking Committee had approved 
a proposal to put rigid restrictions 
on employment of ‘‘dollar-a-year”’ 
men — so called because they hold 
federal jobs without government 
compensation while receiving their 
pay from private industry. 

The Senate Republican forces 
were victorious by a single vote 
from a bill ex- 
tending the Defense Production Act 
for two years a section banning 
“dollar-a-year’”’ men from serving 
in federal administrative and poli- 
cy-making jobs. 


POLICY MATTERS 


The approved amendment pro- 
vides that such appointees ‘‘shall, 
when policy matters are involved, 
be limited to advising appropriate 
full-time salaried government offi- 
cials who are responsible for mak- 
ing. policy decisions.”

—The Vicksburg city school 
board ruled today a petition by 
140 Negro parents asking an end 
to segregation in the city’s public 
schools, did not meet the require- 
ments of a petition. 

The board said the request 
would be given no further con- 
sideration ‘“‘and the incident is 
closed.”’ 

The board acted shortly after 
Atty. Gen. J. P. Coleman said 
the petition was legally worth- 
less. 

There is absolutely no danger 
in its resulting in a lawsuit in 
the federal courts,’’ said Coleman 
who attended the school board’s 
special meeting to consider the 
petition. 

Coleman said _ the Negro 
group’s petition was not valid 
and some of the signatures ap- 
parently were forged.

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It Took 10 Years 
To Regain Summit 


Despite the expected stalemate on 
Germany, the conference that was 10 years 
in the making continues on a hopeful note. 
But it would be foolish to be hopeful 
and optimistic without at the same time 
remembering the ghosts that hover over 
Geneva—ghastly ghosts of events that 
have had an effect on every person alive 
today. 

There are the ghosts of broken prom- 
ises of Yalta and Potsdam. There are the 
more than 106 million words negotiating 
with the Communists and the 52 agree- 
ments reached—50 of which have been 
vidlated in one way or another since 
World War II. 

The American people have short mem- 
ories, as we've proved in two costly in- 
stances in the last three decades. We in- 
tervened in two world wars and then paid 
the price for refusing to accept the conse- 
quences of our intervention. 

In 1945, the United States destroyed 
the most magnificent armed force the 
world had ever seen—before the peace 
had been won. Franklin Roosevelt, Harry 
Truman and Dwight Eisenhower could do 
nothing to stop it. 

Gen. George Marshall recently re- 
vealed that as Secretary of State he con- 
ceived the idea of the Marshall Plan dur- 
ing a stormy session in the Kremlin in 
1947. He finally realized that the Soviets 
had no intention of agreeing to anything, 
that they were doing everything possible 
to bring about European collapse and that 
the West was in no position to negotiate 
from strength. At that session the Mar- 
shall Plan was born. 

Ten years later at Geneva the success 
of that plan is the most important single 
fact in the long road to peace. It has cost 
the American people 365 billion dollars— 
300 billion of that for defense to once 
more get back to “the summit.” 

So let us not be misled by the sudden 
change of tactics of the Russians. “There 
are no morals in politics,” Lenin said, 
“there is only expediency.” 

Let us remember another dictum of 
Lenin: “I spit on Russia. . .. This is 
merely one phase through which we must 
pass on the way to a world revolution.” 

The leaders of the Russian delegation 
at Geneva were schooled in the Lenin 
tradition. 

They are now at Geneva in great cordi- 
ality pleading for the West to abandon 
NATO and to disarm and for the United 
States to go home. 

Brushing away all the cordiality, the 
Geneva Conference is actually an admis- 
sion by the Russians that they have failed 
in their objectives. That gives the West 
grounds for hope but only so long as it 
remains united and strong. 

Let’s be hopeful but let's remember 
the ghosts over Geneva.

While this is too much to hope, certainly 
it offers the most exciting prospects for 
betterment of all peoples. 

One of the most encouraging happen- 
ings at the Big Four meeting to date is 
acceptance by the Soviet Union of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s peace-atom pool plan. 
This plan is bold and daring in its con- 
cept for world development of peace-time 
use of atomic energy. It is designed to at- 
tack the causes of wars and to eliminate 
the poverty and misery on which sub- 
version thrives. 

The atom has the potential to free 
mankind of many of his remaining chains 
just as it has the potential of destroying 
him. Whatever the choice, man’s future 
is now tied to the atom.

University of Georgia 
Limits Its Enrollment 


The University of Georgia is becom- 
ing more selective in its method of admit- 
ting students. 

President O. C. Aderhold has an- 
nounced that the school already has turned 
down about 200 students this year. The 
reason, he said, is the increased cost of 
education. 

Those refused admission, according to 
the president, were those who university 
authorities did not believe could complete 
their courses, or who had any real desire 
to obtain a college degree. 

The University of Georgia, like other 
institutions of higher learning, has been 
flooded with students since World War II. 
Enrollment is way up, but unfortunately, 
appropriations are not. 

Therefore, the university either must 
keep the number of its students in line 
with the size of its income or lose its ac- 
credited standing. And a university with 
no accredited rating is as bad as no uni- 
versity at all. 

It is regrettable that a state university 
should be forced to limit its enrollment 
because of poverty. Yet, in the long run, 
a more selective student body will be a 
good thing. 

Educators long have known, and tax- 
payers are beginning to realize, that the 
current American fetish—degree worship 
~——has resulted in many students on college 
rolls who should not-be there. They harm 
the schools, and often hurt themselves, for 
a little learning can be more dangerous 
than no learning at all. 

Restricted enrollment at the University 
of Georgia may result in better work on 
the part of the entire student body. And 
those who were denied admission may be 
better off with two years of specialized 
work at one of the University System of 
Georgia's Junior colleges.

Have Stood by Eisenhower 


From the viewpoint of political expediency, perhaps President 
Eisenhower believed he was right when he sharply criticized the 
Democrats in Congress for their claim by Senate Majority Leader 
Johnson that they had been conspicuously cooperative in passing ad- 


ministration legislation. 


At a presg conference he enumerated a list 


of items in which they have failed to cooperate. Among them were 
highway construction, military manpower reserve, housing, health, 
schools, refugee act amendments, Mutual Security authorization, 
water resources, customs simplification, the atomic ‘‘peace’’ ship 


and statehood for Hawaii. 


But in truth the Democrats have 
done pretty well by Ike. They have 
not given him everything he wants 
but in the main they have stood by 
him in conspicuous contrast to 
what has happened on other occa- 
sions when one party was in the 
White House and the other con- 
trolled Congress. 

The President's highway con- 
struction bill was not accepted, but 
its Democratic substitute, spon- 
sored by Sen. Gore of Tennessee, 
probably will not be either, and 
a compromise is in prospect. On 
the minimum wage, the Demo- 
crats plunked for a $l-hour mini- 
mum as against Ike’s 90 cents. 
Post Office employes were given 
a hike—but on. the President's 
terms. Foreign aid as voted by the 
Democratic majority was even 
larger than the President request- 
ed. An adequate housing bill doubt- 
less will be enacted before the 
session is out. 

In Sen. Johnson, the President 
has had intelligent support shorn 
of rank partisanship. And Sen. 
George of Georgia, a Democrat, 
has done more to implement the 
administration's foreign policy 
than any Republican in either 
house. 


In the Senate the Democrats 
have a slim edge of 49 seats to 
47. In the House the Democrats 
number 232 seats as against 203 
for the Republicans. The Congres- 
sional Quarterly says that its sur- 


vey of party-unity roll calls shows 
that a majority of the Democrats 
opposed a majority of Republicans 
on a mere dozen of the Senate’s 
41 roll calls through May 25. By 
contrast, 49 per cent of the Sen- 
ate’s 270 roll calls during the last 
Congress, 1953-54, found the party 
majorities in disagreement. By 
contrast, in the Ejighty-second, 
1951-52, the two parties opposed 
one another on more than 60 per 
cent of the 331 yea-and-nay roll 
calls taken in the Senate. 

So, the atmosphere of bristling 
partisanship is not as tense as in 
other years—and much credit goes 
to Sen. Johnson so far as the upper 
house is concerned. Speaker Ray- 
burn is not so easily satisfied and 
appears to bé quite willing to 
*‘mix’’ with Mr. Eisenhower if he 
can see any political advantage in 
so doing. 

As the political soothsayers now 
view the picture, President Eisen- 
hower will run again in 1956 and 
will be elected over any Demo- 
cratic opposition. These same 
clai see the Democrats in 
control of the next Congress, as 
they are now. In which event Ike 
must do some skillful broken field 
running if his legislative program 
is to be written into law. Antag- 
onizing the most popular Demo- 
crat on the Senate floor — Sen. 
Johnson—may not be good politics 
now, even if the Texan did take a

The com- 
mittee has only a small staff as 
compared with the covey of law- 
yers and economists at the beck 
and call of those corporate giants.

South Leg 
Finish Seen 


In Sept. °56 


The south leg of the Express-| 
way is progressing rapidly and 
should be completed by Septem- 
ber; 1956, Mose Cox, engineer- 
secretary of the Joint Bond Com- 
mission, reported Tuesday. 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
commission, Cox said bridges at 
Pryor street and Georgia Avenue 
on the south’ leg have been 
started. 

He said concrete has been pour- 
ed at the University avenue 
bridge, and it is ready for the 
steel work. The south leg extends 
to Richardson street, SW. 

Cox reported that grading on 
the northwest leg of the Express- 
way from Northside drive to the 
Four-Lane Marietta highway is 
“being completed.’’ He said the 


state probably will let that 
stretch for paving this fall. The 
state and federal governments 


have agreed to finance the light- 
ing of the northwest leg, Cox 
said. 

The Spring street bridge—part 
of the downtown connector—will 
be open soon, Cox said. The 
Courtland street bridge will be 
built next, he said. He estimated 
the three bridges at Courtland 
Peachtree and’ West Peachtree 
streets will be completed in 22 
months. 

The bond commission passed a 
resolution expressing its appre- 
ciation to the state for getting 
the aid of Harry W. Lochner, 
Chicago engineer and road plan- 
ning expert, and Jose Barnett, 
a federal road expert, to expe- 
dite the building of the FExpress- 
way system.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 19—The Southern Asso- 
ciation, a group of enterprises devoted to the civic, ar- 
tistic and commercial advancement of baseball, met in 
Birmingham Tuesday for its annual All-Star convention.

Some didn’t show at all. Even the manager of honor re-

——A Game To Save a Game 


Calvin Coolidge Ermer, the All-Star manager, also had been 
suspended, but by more impressive authority. President Charlie 
Hurth had slapped him across the wrist for allegedly kicking the 
umpire, George Popp. 

In his own defense, Ermer claimed he had kicked at his cap, 
missed his target and barked Popp’s shin. This is a professionally 
startling confession for a man who spends his winters as a soccer 
coach. 

A theatrical producer from Chicago developed into the most 
surprising development of a most surprising day. His name is Phil 
Tyrrell, a man with distinguishing gray hair and a gimmick. He 
came to save minor league baseball with his gimmick. Minor 
league baseball may or may not appreciate it. 

He calls it ‘“‘Total.’”’ It is a game. It may be the thing to 
save the minor leagues, knowing how the average American 
likes something for nothing. 

‘This is how it works,’’ Tyrrell said. ‘‘As each spectator passes 
into the ball park, he is given a card with a line score form. He 
fills out the form, guessing at the number of runs scored and in 
what innings. He totals up the number. The club will set up a $250 
prize per night. To win, the spectator’s life score must match the 
line score of the game, and of course, the total number of runs 
scored. The odds against hitting it are 18,000 to one. 

“The pot keeps adding up until somebody hits. Can you 
imagine what it would be like to have a pot of $15,000 or $16,000 
at the ball park? Can you imagine what it would mean to a club 
in seventh or eighth place, out of the race? Why, it would be the 
saving grace of a season.”’ 


—A Bloody Blow at Television 


Tyrrell came by his “‘Total’’ game as a race track operator. 
To attract the customers at two tracks he owned in Indiana and 
Illinois, he installed a similar game called “‘Win a Race?’’ The 
object was to pick the numbers of the first five finishers in order. 
It was a big payoff at the tracks. 

Baseball authority has maintained an aloofness toward such 
lures, that is, anything akin to gambling. Every ball park in the 
jurisdiction of professional rule posts a sign warning the cus- 
tomers that gambling isn’t allowed. 

“But,’’ Tyrrell said, “this isn’t gambling. You don’t invest 
@ penny of your own money. As a reward for going to the 
park you are privileged to try to win a prize of money. You 
don’t have to play. You can watch the game and ignore 
‘Total’ if you wish. I know the American people. Every time 
you turn on the radio or the television set they’re giving away 
a car or a washing machine or $64,000. —_ is the thing base- 
ball needs, I’m sure.”’ 

The Southern Association of Baseball Sudaeeninen went home 
to think it over. Tyrrell, brought here by Earl Mann, gave them 
the layout, sample cards and must surely have tickled their 
anticipation valve. You don’t rush into something like this, but 
it does seem to have the most y prospects. 

It might do more than save minor league baseball. It might 
wreck television. What are you going to do if everybody’s turn- 
ing off their sets and going out to the ball park to play ‘Total’? 
What a delightful thought, reading in the broadcasting magazines 
scare stories about what the television industry’s going to do 
about ‘Total.’

Guard Quits 
In Fatal Dash 
Of 2 Convicts 


Resignation of the guard who 
was on duty at the DeKalb prison 
camp when two prisoners escaped 
July 10 was announced Tuesday 
by Commissioner Wheat Wil- 
liams. 

The guard, O. W. Bradshaw, 
telephoned his resignation to 
Public Works Director Ed Clem- 
ents early Tuesday, the commis- 
sioner said. 

Bradshaw was not asked to re- 
sign, Williams said. A new guard 
with police experience has al- 
ready been hired for the front 
gate job, though, Williams an- 
nounced. 

In a letter to Warden Paul 
Matthews, Williams ordered strict 
adherence to state prison regula- 
tions. He also ordered monthly 
reports on the whereabouts and 
activities of all trusties. 

‘‘No trusties should he assigned 
to any individual for any kind of 
personal service,’’ Williams di- 
rected. 

During the chase of the two 
prisoners, Atlanta Ptl. Luther J. 
Masters and Harry L. Nelson, 17, 
also of Atlanta, were killed. The 
escapees are being held on 
murder charges. The State Board 
of Corrections has called for dis- 
missal of Matthews, but Williams 


has stuck by the warden.

Stomach Juices Kill 
Most Harmful Germs 


Many individuals are curious 
about what happens to the germs 
most of us swallow each day 
along with saliva, food and 
drink. The majority are de- 
stroyed by the hydrochloric acid 
and other ferments and en- 
zymes that make up the gastric 
juices. In other words, these 
juices have antiseptic as well as 
digestive properties. 

This is helpful because the 
oral cavity teems with bacteria 
and other micro-organisms that 
lodge in the crypts and crevices 
of tongue, throat, tonsils, and 
teeth. Mucus, manufactured con- 
stantly in the nose, drips back- 
ward into the throat carrying 
trillions of dirt particles and 


Food neutralizes the acid and 
germs swallowed during meal- 
time get an undeserved break. 
Moreover, some species of or- 
ganisms resist the acid. Those 
able to survive include tubercle 
bacilli and the spore forming 
types that lead to tetanus, gas 
gangrene, and anthrax. 

The same can be said of or- 
ganisms responsible for cholera 
and Salmonella diseases such as 
typhoid. Many fungi also are able 
to withstand the effects of gas- 
tric acid. Viruses are equally 
resistant, including those caus- 
ing polio and infectious hepatitis. 

If most harmful organisms are 
killed. by the digestive juices, 
why do some forms of food poi- 
soning develop? When the causa- 
tive bacteria set up housekeep- 
ing in chicken salad or a choco- 
late eclair, they multiply rapid- 
ly, particularly in unrefrigerated 
food. But. the toxins produced 
are the real troublemakers in 
food poisoning; gastric juice can 
destroy germs but has no effect 
upon the toxin. 

Experimental work done with 
intestinal flu showed that if the 
virus is enclosed in a capsule 
and passes safely through the 
stomach, the disease does not 
develop. On the other hand, if it 
is painted on the back of thé 
throat, typical signs of intestinal 
flu are evident. 

This study demonstrates that 
the virus gains entrance to the 
body via the nasal

through the blood stream. Oth-

The day the Atlanta Division of the University of Georgia 
changed its name—through divorce, instead of marriage—to the 
Georgia State College of Business Administration, I happened 
to be on the premises inspecting the new building. 


The new halls of learning, without a sprig of ivy in sight so 
far as I could see, are in one of the loveliest new structures 
in Atlanta with quite the handsomest view in town, night or day. 
It fronts, in case you haven't noticed, on Hurt Park with flowers 
and sun-bathing coeds on view by day and of course the famous 
fountain cutting its multicolored didoes by night. 


Some classroms and offices are pleasantly connected by 
pretty little baiconies, reminding me more than anything else 
of the offices of Hollywood movie tycoons. The interior is air- 
conditioned and decorated in soft pretty colors and polished and 
waxed within an inch of its life—with none of the musty, un- 
swept, unaired aroma that used to pervade institutions of higher 
learning. 


In fact, there’s very little about this face-lifted, newly named 
college to remind you of any school you ever saw before, except 
for its earnest attifude toward education. Dr. George M. -Sparks, 
director, years ago called this schoo] ‘‘the working men’s uni- 
and Nell Trotter, dean of women, can tell you inspir- 
ing stories of what it has meant in the lives of girls from all over 
Georgia.

Most colleges and universities have a plan whereby some of 
their students can earn some of the price of their education, 
but this is one of the few where all of the students could earn 
all of their expenses. 


In fact, the College of Business Administration has issued 
a brochure addressed to civic clubs throughout Georgia remind- 


ing them that they can launch deserving boys and girls from | 


their communities. “‘Every high school graduate in Georgia can 
get a college education” is the tenor of the message. 


The example of three Screven County students who were 
started to school here in Atlanta with a little financial help from 
the Sylvania Lions Club is a good one. 


Mrs. Trotter tells me that hundreds of students come from 
small towns and country places with no more capital than $50 
to $100. This pays their room rent for a month, tuition, supplies 
and food until they can get a job. The student employment office 
helps them find the job and the Churches Homes for Girls offer 
quarters to dozens of girls. 


Is it easy for a student to find a job? I asked the question of 
Mrs. Trotter, and from her own experience as a newcomer to 
Atlanta during the early days of the depression, as well as from 
her work with students, she gave me the answer.” 


‘If you are a typist and can take dictation you don’t have any 
trouble.”’ 


A great many Atlantans haven't seen the new college quar- 


ters. A formal gpen house may be held when the fall term 
begins. Meanwhile, the people who are the most excited about 
beautiful classrooms, lounges, cafeteria and library are old 
graduates. 


“T’'d love to see the new building,’’ one told me. “I can’t
